Later, the Air Force said the 
new radar exploits a weakness 
in the missile. The weakness 
is that the missile flies so high, 
early in its trajectory, that it 
cannot hide behind the cutya- 
ture of the earth. 

High powered radar beams, 
fanning out fram big new sta- 
tions. at the top of the North 
American continent, will form 
an elecronic umbrella, Air 
Force sources explained. .

When they 
are completed, they will form, 
with the proposed Tandy re- 
newal: project and the Hyde 
Park and Cherokee projects, a 
ring around the slum aréas*that 
is expected to halt spread of 
blight into the outlying sections 
of the city. 

William H. Coibion, director 
of the Plan Commission, said 
money to finance the city’s 
share of the program could be 
taken from a $4,000,000 provi- 
sion of the 1955 bond issue. 
Under the neighborhood re- 
habilitatién program, the city 
makes some public improve- 
ments, such as repaving streets, 
establishing or rehabilitating 
small parks and playgrounds 
and diverting heavy traffic, 
around areas, and homeowners 
are expected to bring their 
properties at least into compli- 
ance with the minimum housing 
standards ordinance. 


Forest Park Plans. 


The commission approved 
preliminary plans for four 
grade separations in Forest 


Park for the westward exten- 
sion of Forest Park boulevard 
from Kingshighway to a con- 
nection with the proposed Rock 
Island boulevard that will ter- 
minate at Millbrook boulevard. 

The new expressway would 
go under Kingshighway, under 
Grand drive in the park and 
under the Lindell-Union en- 
trance to the park. It would 
cross the Wabash Railroad 
tracks in the k on an over- 
pass. The underpass at Kings- 
highway was approved subject 
to a recommendation that some 
arrangement be made for a 
transfer of transit passengers 
at the intersection. 

Frank Kriz, director of 
streets, said city engineers 
would begin detailed plans for 
the grade separations immedi- 
ately. No action was taken on 
a proposed grade separation be- 
tween Grand and Forest Park 
boulevards until it is decided 
whether Forest Park is to go

The streets committee re- 
jected a proposed “diamond” 
interchange of the Daniel Boone 
Expressway and Hampton ave- 
nue because it would require 
the installation of traffic sig- 
nals. The committee again rec- 
ommended a cloverleaf design 
with northeast and southwest 
ramps reduced in size to mini- 
mize encroachments on Forest 
Park and reduce the amount of 
land that would have to be. 
taken from Deaconess Hospital 
in the relocation of Oakland 
avenue. 


The committee approved a) 
slight relocation of Eleventh 
street between Ferry and An- 
gelica streets which the State 
Highway Department had found 
necessary in raising the grade 
of the Mark Twain Expressway 
from East Grand avenue to 
Salisbury street. 


Plans for the viaduct that 
will carry Spring avenue across 
Market street and the Mill 
Creek Valley rail yards also 
were approved by the commis- 
sion. A 1955 bond issue proj- 
ect, the viaduct will consist of 
four 11-foot lanes and will ex- 
tend from an alley south of 
Clark avenue to a point about 
one block north of Chouteau 
avenue. A pedestrian overpass 
across Market street, which at 
this point will be part of the 
Daniel Boone Expressway, is a 
part of the plan. 


Grand Boulevard Diversion. 


It was pointed out by Coibion 
that the Spring avenue viaduct 
will permit a diversion of Grand 
boulevard traffic when the 
Grand boulevard viaduct is be- 
ing replaced with a new struc- 
ture. 


The parks and _ recreation 
committee recommended that 
property at 5814 Cabanne ave- 
nue, bequeathed to the city by 
the late Ernest John Russell, 
former member and chairman 
of the Plan Commission, be con- 
verted into a playground. The 
property extends 215 feet on the 
west side of Goodfellow boule- 
vard and 215 feet on the south 
side of Cabanne. 


Because of the age of the 
house, former home of Russell, 
the committee Trecommended 
that it be razed instead of used 
as a recreational building. The 
recommendation was approved 
by the commission. 


A new system of standards 
and measurements for evaluat- 
ing commercial and industrial 
obsolescence and deterioration 
was presented to the commis- 
sion by its staff.

Believed to be the first at- 
tempt in the United States to 
develop such a formula of tech- 
nique, the method is expected to 
be valuable in urban renewal 
programs where part of the area 
to be rehabilitated is commer:

The commission approved 
Coibion’s request to explore the 
possibility and cost of using the 
method on a sampling basis to 
evaluate the commercial and in- 
dustrial areas of the city. From 
such a study the staff could pre- 
pare a map that would show 
which areas should be razed and 
cleared and which could be re- 
habilitated. Such a map, like 
the one now existing with re- 
spect to residential property, 
would be extremely useful in 
such undertakings as the Mill 
Creek Valley redevelopment 
project, Coibion said.

He said his government hoped 
the disarmament negotiations

Only yesterday, an Indian | 
move seeking U.N. recognition 
for Communist China was voted 
down by the Assembly’s steer- 
ing committee. 

A motion by the United States 
to exclude the proposal from 
the Assembly agenda was ap- 
_ by a vote of 9-4. Ceylon, 

zchoslovakia, Norway and Rus- 
sia cast the no votes, while 
Guatemala and Tunisia abstain- 
éd. Those voting for the motion 
Were the United States, Britain, 
Nationalist China, France, Iran, 
Netherlands, Paraguay, Thai- | 
land and Venczuela. 


Both India and Russia were 
expected to renew the request 
for seating the Red Chinese 
when the full Assembly takes 
up the committee’s recommen- 
dations. United States leaders 
predicted that the American 
resolution to exclude’ the ques- | 
tion from discussion would be 
approved, as it was last year 
when the vote was 47 to 24.

The new prime minister im- 
mediately renewed positions of 
the present cabinet ministers 
and members of the executive 
council. Holland will remain in 
the cabinet as a member with- 
out portfolio. 

Holland’s resignation came 
about one month earlier than 
expected. He announced Aug. 
12 that he would retire at the 
end of the present parliamen- 
tary session in October. General 
elections are scheduled in 
November. 

Holland, a former business 
man and one-time Finance Min- 
ister, became Prime Minister in 
1949 after his National party

sharply reduced its prices.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

The Secretary drew a grim but true picture 
of the world if the Kremlin’s rejection of the 
West’s proposals at the London conference were 
to be taken as final, He told the U.N. members: 


Humanity faces a tragic future if the war 
threat is not brought under control. It 
would mean that men, in order to survive, 
must learn to live as burrowers within the 
earth’s surface to find protection against 
death. It would mean that man would be a 
slave to the rapidly mounting costs of an 
arms rate. It would mean that individual 
freedom would give way to the require- 
ments of bare survival. 


But having said this, Mr. Dulles rejected it as 
the future of the free world... And he was hope- 
ful in his view that whether or not the Soviet 
Union follows the course of reducing the danger 
of all war, enlightened effort will not have been 
in vain. As he said, the joint proposals of Britain, 
France, Canada and the United States are based 
on principles that “are valid and will live on.” 

Turning to the uneasy Middle East, the Secre- 
tary reminded the U.N. delegates that Russia's 
rulers have long sought its domination. Seven- 
teen years ago, when the Kremlin joined Hitler 
in their ill-starred partnership, Molotov stipu- 
lated to the German Ambassador at Moscow 
that “the area south of Batum and Baku and in 
the direction of the Persian Gulf is recognized 
as the center of the aspirations of the Soviet. 
Union.” 

- = . 

Mr. Dulles’s summary ‘of post-World War II 
history down to the recent maneuvers involving 
Syria shows that Russia has nurtured this aspira- 
tion. Indeed the ambition has swelled to the 
point where the Russian leaders are now engag- 
ing in acts, such as the supplying of arms to po- 
tential satellites, that may lead the recipients 
into acts of aggression. To foment this with 
reckless propaganda is surely, as the Secretary 
of State said, “risky business.” 

The problem of Syria and her neighbors, in- 
cluding Turkey, is so sérious that the very least 
the U.N. can do is to take it up—as it did the 
Hungarian tragedy—and consider it thoroughly. 
Discussion, as the Secretary quotes the U.N. 
Charter, “may of itself be salutary.” And while 
Mr. Dulles made no specific proposals at this 
time, he was at pains to point out that the 
United States reserves the right, after discus- 
sion, to introduce concrete recommendations. 

The Secretary of State showed himself above 
partisanship when he cited the Marshall Plan 
and the NATO treaty—accomplishments of the 
preceding Democratic Administration—and the 
successful defense of Korea. He also quoted 
from a warning by Harry S. Truman 10 years 

ago, at the time of the Kremlin’s attempt to 
take over Greece: “Totalitarian regimes imposed 
upon free peoples, by direct or indirect aggres- 
sion, undermine the foundations of interna- 
tional peace.”

William Faulkner's letter to the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal on the Little Rock situation 
is a measure of the Nobel-prize-winning novel- 
ist’s racial tolerance. He writes that the United 
States Supreme Court’s desegregation opinion 
was one “we white Southerners didn’t like, and 
we resisted it.” 

As a result of that resistance, Mr. Faulkner 
went on, a civil rights bill was proposed in Con- 
gress, “containing a good deal more danger to 
us all than the presence of Negro children in 
white schools or Negro votes in white ballot 
boxes.”

allotment. 

The 1957 support rate for 
“compliance” farmers has been 
set at $1.36 per bushel. Ben- 
son has authority, however, to 
offer supports to growers who 
do not comply with allotments.

Having just finished a hitch 
in the Navy, Bennett was help- 
ing a shipmate in a _ street 
fight near the Battery in down- 
town New York. Along came 
Arthur Brisbane, the famous 
editor and newspaper colum- 
nist.

said to him, “I'm going over

Ford, who is in New York, and 
I'd like to take you along.” 
Ford listened to Brisbane's 
account of the street brawl, 
looked the sailor over approv- 
ingly and said, “I can use a 
young man like you out at the 
Rouge. The men who are build- 
ing the Rouge are a pretty 
tough lot, and I haven't got any 
policemen out there.” 


At Dearborn, Bennett became 
much more than a Ford police- 
man. He called himself the 
company’s personnel director, 
but he was involved in every- 
thing that concerned Old Henry, 
including the billionaire’s per- 
sonal relations with Edsel and 
Edsel’s sons. 

“I became his most intimate 
companion, closer to him even 
than his only son,” Bennett 
says. Old Henry picked Harry 
up in the morning at his home 
and called him there on the 
telephone at 9:30 every night. 

It was Bennett who settled 
the sensational Aaron Sapiro 
libel case that grew out of a 
series of articles in Ford's 
newspaper, the Dearborn Inde- 
pendent, and it was Bennett 
who was knocked unconscious 
at Gate Four. of the Rouge plant 
during a fight with labor dem- 
onstrators. 


Bennett seems to have put 
himself in solidly: with Old 
Henry by developing wide- 
spread contacts in the under- 
world that were supposed to 
prevent the kidnaping of the 
Ford children. Gangsters were 
allowed to have Ford agencies 
in some cities and well known 
thugs and paroled convicts were 
hired at the plant. 

Bennett fixed it so _ that 
Chester LaMare, a notorious 
hoodlum who was later shot in 
a gang war, was given the fruit 
concession at the Rouge plant. 
A governor of Michigan, keep- 
ing a luncheon appointment 
with Bennett at the Ford execu- 
tives’ dining room, found a 
wanted murderer, Leonard Cel- 
lura, alias Black Leo, sitting 
beside Harry. 

“The Governor was known as 
an excessively proper gentle- 
man and I got a lot of secret 
amusement out of watching his 


agitation,” Bennett recalls in 
his memoirs.

ENNETT’S odd associates

Old Henry. When Bennett 
hired an ex-convict, the elder 
Ford always wanted to meet the 
new employe and question him 
about his life of crime. Edsel 
Ford, a man of refinement, was 
upset by the constant intrigues 
of Old Henry and Bennett. Edsel 
was also strongly opposed to 
Bennett's hard-fisted policy on 
labor. 

For nine years after collective 
bargaining was advanced by 
federal law, Bennett kept the 
Ford plants non-union by re- 
fusing to allow employes to 
participate in a Government- 
sponsored election that would 
express their preference on the 
union issue. 

After a layoff at the plant 
because of a model changeover,

FTER Edsel Ford’s death 
A trom cancer in 1943, Bennett 

had a clear field. Old Henry, 
sick and in his eightys, paid lit- 
tle attention to what was going 
on in the company. Charles 
Sorenson, Ford's production boss 
for years, resigned and Bennett 
fired Ernest Liebold, the secre- 
tary who signed Old Henry's 
checks and held his power of 
attorney. 

Young Henry was released 
from active duty as a Navy of- 
ficer to serve as the Ford 
family’s representative in the 
management of the Rouge and 
the company’s bomber plant at 
Willow Run. But Bennett had 
things so well bottled up that 
Young Henry had nothing to do. 

“In a way, not having a job 
was a good thing for me,” 
Young Henry said recently. “It 
left me free to roam around and 
find out a lot of things about 
production that I didn’t know, 
and it also gave me time to 
find out a lot of things about 
Bennett. When an important 
policy matter came up, Ben- 
nett would get into his car and 
disappear for a few hours. 
Then he’d come back and say, 
‘I've been to see Mr. Ford and 
he wants us to do it this way.’ 
I checked with my grandmother 
and found out that Bennett 
hadn't seen my grandfather on 
these occasions. In fact, he 
hadn't seen my grandfather in 
months.”

A Legend Brought Up to Date, 
469 HAVE a question and I 
y don’t know of a soul who 
can answer it but you,” 
writes Mrs. W. F. Sauer of 
Franktown, Nev., in as heart- 
warming a note as these eyes 
have seen in many a month. 
“In a book about Albert 
Schweitzer I read “The cottage 
of Philemon and Baucis burns 
with a thousand tongues of 
flame.’ I faintly remember 
Philemon and Baucis from read- 
ing in my youth. Weren't they 
an old couple who didn’t want 
to be separated, so were turned 
into two trees? Is it in a story 
or poem—and who wrote it? 


“My husband and I are an old 
couple like that—80 this fall! 
We have two pine trees stand- 
ing in our yard two or three 
feet apart and they remind me 
of Philemon and Baucis. Thank 
you for an answer.”

YOU'RE RIGHT in your gen- 
eral recollection of this legend, 
Mrs. Sauver—and I'd be willing 
to bet that your recollection 
stems back many years to the 
days when you studied Latin in 
high school. For the tale comes 
from the Metamorphoses of 
Ovid, a Roman poet who lived 
and wrote at the very dawn of 
the Christian era and whose 
works were standjrd fare — 
along with Cicero and Vergil— 
in the classrooms of a half- 
century ago. 


As Qvid told the tale, Phile- 
mon and Baucis were poor cot- 
tagers in Phrygia, a country in 
Asia Minor. They were visited 
by Jupiter who was so plea 
by their hospitality that he 
promised to grant them any 
wish they might make.

SO DEVOTED were they to 
each other that they wished 
only to remain together in 
death as in life. Their request 
was granted and Philemon be- 
came an oak, Baucis a linden 
tree, growing so close together 
that their upper branches were 
intertwined. 


This legend has proven s0 
appealing down through the 
centuries that many writers, in- 
cluding Goethe, have retold it. 
Nor did it begin with Ovid, 
though his version is best 
known, In the earlier Greek 
version, the visiting god was, 
of course, named Zeus, rather 
than Jupiter, and Philemon and 
Baucis were made priests in the 
temple of Zeus before their 
final incarnation as trees.

Historical Society Ste. Genevieve Trip. 

HE WOMEN’S ASSOCIATION of the Missouri His-
